It is made clear to me that in fix days Gd 
finiſhed the creation on earth, according to the command- 
ments or law; when the free-will was given, before the fall 
in Heaven, by the gift of the Son, the Earth was put into 

form, ſo as to be capable of producing good or evil, ac- 
_ cording to the deſires of man. And God formed man 

of the duſt of the ground, and breathed into his noſtrils the 
breath of life, and man became a living ſoul.”” And this 
will ſhew us the wonderful works of God in forming man, 
to ſhew us his own image and likeneſs, in and by the form 
of earthen veſſels, a houſe of clay for God to dwell in, 
and in that pure ſtate called heaven; for the earthen body 

repreſents the ſpiritual body, Father and Son, power, wiſ- 
dom, and truth; power the head, which multiply by wiſ-

Remem-' 
ber they had a free-will, and could only obtain knowledge 
by defire, and this is the way redemption runs for the 
Lord has declared he will teach us himſelf. This was a 
promiſe tothe Son; and it is plain God walked in the garden 
with them, and they might have been taught double; and, 
in that ſtate the evil had no power over them, they were

repreſents the Father, the head, which is all power, and 
the woman the wiſdom; and without the work of the 
power ſhe cannot bring forth truth, which is one multiply - 
ing by two; and that would produce thetrue church. There- 


fore we have no right to find fault one with another; for 


it is made clear to me, that one MEND-FAULT will be better 
off than all the £1ND-FAULTs; yet there is a command on 
record to this purport, ** when converted ſtrengthen thy

reelation the nature of the true church muſt lay at his feet; 
the free-will be given up a living ſacrifice to Chriſt the head 

of the church, Chriſt coming a eren time on earth in his 
briqde to teach and eſpouſe the world to himſelf. 5 
Now [ ſhall ſpeak of my mother Eve, and in what ſtate 
J found her. And the . 


beaſtly nature, this wiſdom is fooliſhneſs with God; for 
beaſts have a ſelfiſh ſenſe :* but not Reaſon. But if man 
9ccuptes the talent of Reaſon to plead with God, it would 
multiply and repleniſh what they had loſt by the fall, and 
this is the only way man can be redeemed : for the Devils 
reaſon is only a ſhadow ; and when the righteouſneſs ſhines 
into our benighted ſouls it muſt fly away. Therefore it is 
not ſound reaſon : it is the reaſon of the ſerpent—and we 
are forbidden to eat of it on the pain of death. It cannot 
ſtand the tet with truth; the wiſdom taught from God 
himſelf gathered from the tree of Life, Chriſt Jeſus, whigh 
ſtands in the midſt of the garden, and the twelve manner 
of fruits, are the members of Chriſt the heavenly hoſt ; 


and whoeyer eats of this tree according to the promiſe to 
Chriſt will Ive forever. But there is but one way into

this city, and that is by the way of the true ſheep-fold, the 
truly baptized children of God : for neither the man's nor 


the woman's reaſon anſwered any purpoſe : but to ſhow . 
their guilt, and how dark their minds were through the 


fall, to think they could excuſe themſelves by finding fault 
one with another. All evil comes from one head, and all 


evil muſt be repented of in one body called man. Adam | 
and Eve was one man, typical of the chutch of Chriſt, 


head and bride, and by their fall all have partaken of tfe 
body of ſin, Chriſt excepted, who took ſin upon him that 


never ſinned. He was broaght forth by the wiſdom of

God, he fulfilled the commandments in the Law, and 
preached the everlaſting Goſpel, which is left on record by

the power of the enemy from the fall; they were ſons of 
the Devil; for ye are the children of vhom ye obey:“ 
yet they had like Adam and Eve, a talent of grace hid in 
the grave of obſcurity, and if they would plough up the 
_ fallow ground of their underſtandings, and gather out the 


ſtones and the weeds, that have overgrown the land, for 


want of cultivating it; which cauſes much ſorrow, and-

nature in man, caufes man to defire to rob his brother, 
and eat him up, that is to deſtroy the earthly body, if they

There are many people, as well as the Jews, that keep 
the law, that do not believe that Chriſt was the Son of 
God. Only conſider what makes the Jews wander into 
moſt parts of the Earth, and are deſpiſed people, and have 
no proper inheritance on Earth, and ſtill maintain the out- 
ward law, but to ſhew that God had ſet a mark on them, 
according to the defire of their fathers, ** Then anfwered 
all the unbelieving Jews, and ſaid; his blood be on us, 
and on our children,“ and they are like Cain, curſed, from 
the Earth, fugitives, and vagabonds, as a mark to all un- 
believers, thoſe that deny Chriſt, the truth, the light, and 
the way to the Father; which are under a curſe till the 
fulneſs of time, when an invitation ſhall come to * but 
i them 


** 
them that do not believe, are not children of the faithful, 
but vagrants, and ſet out from the preſence of God. For 
| thoſe that do not believe in Chriſt, that he is able and wil- 
ling to make you free of his Father's kingdom, have no 
inheritance in Heaven—for Chriſt is the elect of God: and 
every one that believes in Chriſt, and his winiſtry and 
apply to him to bind the ſtrong man Satan, and ſpoil his 
uggeſtions, that js, his furniture, and purify his heart, 
and come in, and ſup with him, and furniſh his undef». 
ſtanding with his wiſdom, and hold out to the end, to 
deſire his kingdom, ſhall have a crown of everlaſting life 
in God, and God in them. And they that thus labour, 
and thus experience, or deſire to experience it, with all 
their hearts and all their ſtrength, ate the elect of Chriſt's 
kingdom; for all have if of grace, and all who, 
come to God, through Chriſt, whether Jew or Gentile, 
bond or free, though he be an outcaſt, if they return 


with a broken heart, the Lord will have mercy on them, 


as the prodigal, and heal them of all their wounds; and 
for ſorrow, you ſhall have ſo much the more joy: but the 
proud, and ſelf-conceited, will be ſent empty away. _ 
I would have you conſider theſe bodies on Earth, veſſels 
formed by the power and wiſdom of God for a glorious 
end, debaſed by the power of the fall: yet here is a pro- 


8 miſe on record to the daughters of Zion, Iſaiah xxx. 17. 


* For I will return health unto thee, and I will heal thee 
of all thy wounds, ſaith the Lord, becauſe they called thee 
an outcait, ſaying this is Zion, whom no man ſeeketh 


after. And this you will find a great deluſion of Satan, 


for through woman, the fall came: by the neglect of the 
man, and through woman, redemption muſt come, if ever 
man is redeemed through the faith in man; for had the 
church had faith, that Chriſt had been the Son of God, 
brought forth by a virgin, and this, was the ſecond mira- 
cle of childbirth, through the woman, according to the 
ſecond revelation, and as man for want of faith, rejected 
Chriſt and his doctrine, and crucified him; yet Chriſt 
promiſed to ſend his faithful church a comforter, that 
ſhouſd convince the world of ſin, and offer to them a life 
in him: and this muſt be performed by a new birth of his 
BOL Spirit, a virgin church, baptized by the Holy Ghoſt 
and fire, the love.of God; to burn up all the chaffy nature, 
and purify the heart for the wiſdom of God to dwell in,

I have ſhewn you, that this globe was made to ſhew us 
what the angels eſpouſed in the fall, or what we are out 
of God; and that the angels might have been redeemed 
without man, paſting through the outward experience of 


the fall, if man had made application as little children, 


to have known the meaning of good and evil, by the crea- 
tion of all living things, man after the image of God, yet 
out of the duſt of the Earth, capable of either good or 

„ 
given, as the angels in Heaven had before the fall, and 


good and evil, ſet before them; the tree of life, and the 


tree of knowledge, repreſenting the wiſdom of the ſerpent, 
which defended his cauſe in pretending to be wiſer than 


God: and this wiſdom is forbidden fruit, the two trees, 


the outward figure of our teachers within the garden of our 
underſtandings; and if they had fulfilled the firſt command- 
ments, they would have known evi!, by being ſpiritually 
taught, by Chriſt in the underſtanding ; but as man miſſed 
that firſt ſtage, for want of application to him that gave 
the commandments, to have enabled him to fulfil them, 
but chuſing the ſerpent to teach them inſtead of God, they 


had to paſs through the experience of evil, tbrough the fiery = 


furnace called Hell, through great afflictions, called an out- 
ward baptiſm, till we ſubmit to the baptiziug power of the 
Holy Ghoſt, the fire of God's convincing love, that will de- 


ſtroy Death and Hell.“ The dwelling place of the wicked 
ſhall come to nought, for the place of the wicked ſhall not 


be found, neither root nor branch, but the faithful to Chriſt 
are promiſed a crown of life in God, and God in them, 
but the wicked muſt be burnt up. Here are two things ſet 
before you, life or death, if you give ear to the true meſ- 
ſenger, that have ſearched the promiſed land, and brings 
au fruits of the holy city; if you apply to your heavenly 
Father, to ſilence the power of the wicked one in you, he 


that deceived the whole world. Oh! that you may be

the high and lofty from his ſeat. Since the fall on Farth, 
Satan in man has ſhewn what the angels that eſpouſed 


evil would have done to their brother in Heaven, by 
fighting againſt the children of God. The deſtruction of the 
fleſhly body, does not deſtroy the ſpirit, neither good nor 
evil. for both are on Earth, fighting for man's fout, in the 
_ underſtanding of man: for both the quick and the dead 
ſhall meet in judgment, at the ſound of the laſt trumpet. 
The quick, which are the members of Chriſt's kingdom, 
and the fearful, and the abominable, and the Rr ren 
and the whoremongers, and the ſorcerers, and adulterers, 


and all liars; ſhall have their part in the lake, which 


burneth with fire and brimſtone ; which is the ſecond 
death, the firſt death was the fall, a death to the wiſdom 
and knowledge of God: and the ſecond death, or the firſt 


to repentance, when man's ſins go before hand to judg- 


ment: the firſt death to repentance, and a new birth unto 


righteouſneſs ; they are quickened with the wiſdom of 


God, they will alſo come to judgment, as bright as the 
- morning, with the Son and all his hoſt. Theſe are the 


ſaints clothed in white, waſhed in the blood of the Lamb, 
in the wiſdom of God, the ſpiritual life of the Godhead. 
Rev. vii. 14, 18. Therefore are they before the throne of 


God, and ſerve him day and night in his temple in theſe 
bodies, their hearts and will being given up to Chriſt : and 
he that fitteth on the throne, ſhall dwell amongſt them, 


for the Lamb which is in the midſt of the throne, ſhall

life, inſtead of burning their talent; for all have a talent 
of grace which they bury by ſerving the Devil, that de- 
frauds them of their faith, which is the oil of the kingdom 
of Heaven: theſe are them that the Lord at his coming, 
will take their talent from them, even that that they have 
buried in the Earth, and give it to them that have gained 
Other talents ; then they loſe the volubility of their tongue, 
to ſhew without the gift of the Son they are like beaſts ;_ 
this is the ſecond. death, theſe are the fooliſh virgins, that 
have no oil in their lamps, no faith; theſe are them that 
are made drunk with the wine of her fornication. Rev. 
Xvii. 1. 2. And there came one of the ſeven angels, 
which had the ſeven vials, and talked with me, ſaying un- 
to me, come hither, I will ſhew unto thee the judgment 


| of the great whore, that ſitteth upon many waters: with 
whom the kings of the Earth, have committed fornication, 


and the inhabitants of the Earth, have been made drunk _ 
with the wine of her fornication.” Waters, in the fall, is 
the wiſdom of the ſerpent, that the woman choſe to make 
her wiſe, and here is the effects of this wiſdom, ſpringing 
or oozing through a dark cold body, called Earth, in the 
fall and under the curſe, which wants cultivating to deſtroy 
the weeds called fin, which cauſes a death to the wiſdom.

Firſt, he 
ſends his angels, meſſengers of the ſanctuary, in his ſer- 
vants : the eſpouſed church, which differs from the church 
of the deſolate children, whoſe light is darkneſs, from yield- 
ing in ſome meaſure to the delufians of falſe principles by 
not bringing their deeds to the true light: —a complaint, 
ye will not come unto me, that you may have life.“ 
They are like the prophets who keep a part back, under 
falſe pretences by the deluſions of Satan: N to the 
complaint to the ſeven churches, which you will do, well 
to read, Rev. ii. And plead with the Lord to convince 


VPou, and to deſtroy. that power that deceives you, an 


would deſtroy all good in you.” If poflible he would lift 
you as wheat, but we have an high prieſt that conquered 
ede Hell, that is a pleading for us. Oh! that your 
ſtony hearts may be diffolved before him; and the very 
elemems of your underſtandings may be melted like a 
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with the fire of the love of God! wreſtle to know what 


| hinders his coming, or keeps you in jeopardy, or keeps 
Chriſt from coming to take the geld of your underſtanding: 
for Chriſt is the High Prieſt of the new covenant which 


God appointed, and the fulneſs of the Goſpel, that was ſeal- 
ed up under ſeven ſeals; and theſe are opened as we ſub- 


mit and apply to Chriſt the High Prieſt, who is ſet on the 


right hand of the throne, of the Majeſty inthe Heavens: 


for every High Prieſt is ordained, to offer gifts and ſa- 


crifices : therefore it is of neceſſity, that this man Chriſt, 
the High Prieſt ordained by his Father, ſhould have ſome- 
what alſo to offer, and he hath already offered himſelf.” 
Heb. viii. 4. For if he were on Earth he ſhould not be 


a Prieſt, ſeeing that there are Prieſts that offer gifts accord- 
ing to the law, and reje&t Chriſt for their Prieſt to offer 


them up to his, and their Father. Remember, Chriſt gave 


the Lord's prayer to them that were his choſen repreſenta- 


tives, that followed him even to death, and ſo muſt we 


that wiſh to have an inheritance in the promiſed land: till 


the death of ſin, man muſt remain in torment ; for he is 


born to troubles as the ſparks fly upwards ; till Chriſt has 
_ conquered Death and Hell; for C 


hriſt muſt bind the ſtrong 
man, and ſpoil his goods, (our evil principles) and come in 
and ſup with us, and we with him; Chriit the High Prieſt 

muſt enter into the inner temple of our ſouls, to give us up 
with his kingdom a living ſacrifice, to his Father and our 
Father, then we are joint heirs with Chriſt : this is what 


Chriſt agreed to and undertook, and that muſt be done in 


us, and on Earth, if ever man is redeemed from fin : for 
God the Father muſt have full power on Earth in the Son, 
which is Gud and man: the Godhead bodily, the Father, 


the holy Spirit in the Son, and we his members; it is not ye 
that ſpeak, but the Father in yon : and this experience 


will produce a new Heaven, and a new Earth, beth ſpiri - 
tual and temporal, fot when the inſide is clean, that is, pu- 


| rified, the outſide will be alſo threefold ; the ſpirit of man, 


the body of man, and the whole world a garden for the 
children of God, the bride and bridegroom, to dwell in, in- 
cloſed in the circle of God's love ; = all old things will 
vaniſh away, according to the eighth chapter of the Hebrews. - 

Chriſt comforts his diſciples, repreſentatives of the true 


ſpititual church, declaring himſelf, the way, the truth, 


and the light.” Jobn xiv. 2. In my Father's houſe

Chriſt the 
tree, and the miniſtring angels, the fruit the hoſt of Hea- 
ven, which endeavours to inſtill the wiſdom of God into 
the underſtandings of men, and as we ſubmit and defire this 
light, it quickens and gives us life, according to the pro- 
miſes in the word, expreſſed by the letter. Verſe 16. And 
I will pray the Father, and he ſhall give you another com- 
forter, that he may abide with you forever- (This pro- 
miſe is to the faithful, till the fulneſs of time.) Verfe 17. 
© Even the ſpirit of truth, whom the world cannot receive, 
becauſe it ſeeth him not, neither knoweth him; but ye 
know him, for be dwelleth with you, and ſhall bein you“ 
John xiv. 13. And whatſoever you ſhall aſk in my 
name, that will I do, that the Father may be glorified in

Sin unrepented of, is a dark body called Earth, which 
cannot ſee God, and while fin remains in man he is under 
a curſe, - ſorrow and hard labour, and torment, both in 
body and mind; they ſtand in jeopardy every hour; far ſin- 
ful man is blind to the glories of God; he ſpeaks of them 
by rote, like a parrot or a magpye : he may be a great ora- 
tor, and draw multitudes to hear him, yet be as the fooliſh. 
prophets, an inſtrument of Satan in dodtrines : yet they fee 
not ing, and deſpiſe the ſpiritual ſimplicity called truth. 
In which I am commanded to give you a ſcripture proof, 
Ezek. xiii.

man is bonnd, the deceiver of the whole world, and all 
his goods ſpoiled, that is the falſe deluſions of Satan, which 
is Telf-conceit, ſelf-confident of his own abilities, or claſ- 
cal education, which brings on pride, to diſparage, to de- 
ſpiſe thoſe that are not regularly bred, and by theſe mi- 
taken principles they build up @ wall of falle doctrines, 
without any commiſſion from God, and daub them with 
the wiſdom of man, which the Almighty calls fooliſhneſs, 
or fooliſh prophets. *©* O Iſrael, thy prophets are like the 
foxes in the deſart, they have ſeen vanity, and lying divi- 
nation, ſaying, the Lord ſaith, and the Lord hath not 
ſent them. Obſerve the end of theſe prophets that ſee va- 
nity and divine lies. I hope the preachers and writers of 
Termons will conſider, Am I taught by revelation from 
| God; or do I deny the power of the Holy Ghoſt, or the 
animating power of God's holy Spirit to teach me? or for 
the want of ſubmitting or humbling myſelf before the liv. 
ing God, am! ſetting forth the works of God, by the wif. 
dom of fallen man, the forbidden fruit, which is fooliſh- 
peſs with God, and muſt fall by the power of God?“ The 
wiſdom of the ſerpent, the deceiver of man muſt fall, the 
high and lofty, (which is Satan in man,) muſt be pulled 
down from his ſeat by outward afflictions, if not repented 
of: the word of the Lord has declared it in many parts of 
ſcripture, and dpth declare it by the mouth of his meſfen- 
ger inſtruments in the hand of the Lord. Do not won- 
er at the different opinions of the churches, for Twelve 
were ſent to ſearch the promiſed land, and there were but 
two that ſpoke the truth, or ſearched it properly, and brought 
fruits of the vine, which was the outward figure of the fruit of 
the kingdom in man's underſtanding, truth in the wiſdom

This is holding 
with the kingdom of the Fall, one part living at eaſe, being 
head and chief in the kingdom of Satan; and the members 
being ſlaves to the head, to dreſs up the head, the chief of 
 Fers, for holding and pleading for this kingdom of dignity *' 
which is a deluſion of Satan, and muſt of courſe bring on

That ſpirit that 
breaks the commandments muſt die, by a repentance ; for 
the power of God's wrath, to the wicked, is a conſuming 
fire, that Chriſt may enter into his reſt with his ſaints. 
The Son's day will be a holy day, a Sabbath, without la- 
bour; yet labour muſt continue till fin is destroyed, for 
that is our curſe. From Abraham till the time of Chriſt's
